It has ever been a rule observed by us to confine our observa- 
tions to matters of public interest, and not to intermeddle with the 
affairs of parties whose operations might be considered of a private 
nature, as in the present instance ; but when we find the mining 
interests likely to suffer, and that a principle is involved materially 
affecting them, it becomes our duty, as public journalists, to throw 
aside the veil, and to expose a line of conduct which we cannot 
but consider as injurious in more than one sense, being not only 
calculated to excite suspicions in the minds of ouf-adventurers as 
to the motives which actuate parties in Cornwall, but also to de- 
stroy the confidence which heretofore has existed, and which should 
ever exist between “ the lord” and “ the adventurer.” 

We shall proceed briefly to state {the circumstances, as they ap- 
pear in the documents now before us, and we lament that the duty 
should be thus imposed of giving expression to our opinions on 
the illiberality and injustice which characterise the agents of “ the 
lords ” of mines, many of whom (in other undertakings of a like 
nature) are “ lords” themselves, and, we believe, all adventurers, 
but who have, in this instance, coalesced as “ agents,” to take ad- 
vantage of those ouf-adventurers who had the courage to embark 
their capital when Cornishmen declined—who had enterprise and 
perseverance to bring the mines into an efficient and profitable state, 
and who were bold enough to be the first to destroy a system 
which, however beneficial to agents, merchants, and the ia-adven- 
turers, it is notorious was supported at the cost and to the disad- 
vantage of the ouf-adventurers. 

The subject on which we have occasion to treat is, we believe, 
novel, even to those who have for years been connected with the 
mines of Cornwall, for never before was such an act of illiberality 
displayed, or so heavy a blow inflicted on the mining interests, 
tending, as it does, to check enterprise, and, in the end, be alike 
destructive to “ the lord” and “ the adventurer.” 

It appears that, in 1518, many attempts having been vainly made 
in Cornwall by the Messrs. Wittsams, and others, to form a com. 
pany to work the mines known as the “ Consolidated Mines,” Mr. 
Joux Tayton undertook the formation and management of a 
company for that purpose, and introduced the greater proportion 
of the adventurers. The mine was divided into 100 shares, and, 
therefore, might be considered as a private adventure—a circum- 
stance which has hitherto prevented us from directing our atten- 
| ton to ite operations. It was an express condition in the consti- 
tution of the company, and which was assented to by all parties — 
|“ That the supply of materials should be by fair open competition, 
and free from the preference or monopoly then commonly given to 
parties concerned in mines.” This condition we can readily con- 
ceive was not most pleasing to parties in Cornwall and to its strict en- 
forcement, so far as it was found practicable, may, we believe, be 
ascribed that line of conduct on which we hare occasion to com- 
| ment. On this point, indeed, the committee have distinctly stated 
| on “ the parties now managing the mine have had te encounter

being 248,000/. We fully concur with these data before us, and in- 
formation acquired from persons practically acquainted with mining 
operations, and capable of forming an opinion in the justness of 
the remark of the committee, that “ the management of the Con- 
solidated Mines has been every way worthy of imitation and Jaud- 
able notice”; while we’ look for a confirmation of our opinions in 
the opinions of the intelligent and unbiased practical miner, while 
we may assume that we only express those of the adventurer, who 
looks for a return on his capital alone from the produce of the mine, 
and not to the supply of materials. 

In January, 1836, an application was made for a renewal of the 
leases, held at 1-24th dues, and the term of which expires in 1840; 
it being desirable to sink a new shaft, the work of three or four 
years, and, consequently, attended with a heavy expense, a furtner 
application was made to “ the lords” at the close of that year, but no 
satisfactory reply was given. Indeed, up to July, 1838, the answers 
were of an evasive nature, and rather calculated to lull suspicion 
as to the motives by which the agents of “ the lords” were evi- 
dently actuated, than to create a doubt in liberal minds that any 
advantage was contemplated, or that the procrastinated delays were 
likely to prove detrimental to the interests of the adventurers. It 
is mmifest that the adventurers reposed full confidence ir: those 
with whom they had to treat, more especially when the only sub- 
ject which it may naturally be supposed could form matter of dis- 
cussion, was any alteration which “ the lords” might contemplate 
making in the terms or dues on which the mine was worked—a | 
point which, we consider, might be expected to be raised on a re 
newal of the lease ; for, although the company had in the first in- 
stance expended 65,000/., in consideration of which liberal dues 
were granted, still the profits divided between them, after repaying 
the outlay, amounted to 248,000/., to which may be added the

Mineral del Monte, Noe. 28,—Ia reference to the minutes of court for 
speedy tion of the mines of Onofre, the court will perceive by my 
Jetter of 27th ult., that I had visited the district of El Doctor and the mine 
of San Onofre, and besides having made arrangements for its more vigorous 
working, | bad also taken the necessary measures for commencing operations, 
with a view to reduce the ores, having chosea a situation which aypeared the 
most favourable for the . In furtherance of this object, since my re- 
turn here, I have dispatebed an English mason, a Mexican mason, and a 
brickmaker to begin the work laid out at the hacienda de Laguna, and for- 
ward at the same time various tools and stores suitable for this work and for 
the mine. It certainly would have been desirabic before undertaking a work 
of this kind to have made a more extended trial upon the vein, and to have 
seen the ores for a greater length and depth than we have hitherto done, but 
as the waiting for such a fricl, under existing circumstances, would occa 
sion afvery inconvenient delay, | have considered it advisable even at some 
risk, to commeoce the works, especially too as the court have repeatedly ex- 
ssed their desire not to deiny the vigorous prosecutioa of this undertaking. 
proposed works at the new hacienda of Laguna will probably cost & 6000 
to #7000. The estimate of costs and returns for December, 1838, show a 
profitof 815,000. Owing to a succession of rains and frost, the patio ope- 
rations at Sanchez have been so much impeded that a torta whi.b had been 
expeeted to give its produce in November could not be washed in time for 
that month ; the November produce is, therefore, three bars short of the os 
timate, and the produce of the torta abovementioned have goae to sagment 
the estimate of returas for December. There being no longer any liceases 
for the export of silver, the parties who formerly purchased our bars at a pre- 
mium deciine doing so any longer. Our last bars have therefore all been in- 
troduced into the mint, which establishment continues to pay puoctually the 
value of the bars introduced thereio. The importation of quicksilver by the 
ete being nuw suspended, the question as to our being able to procure a 
supply ia future is become a serious one ; (or some time past there bas been 
scarecly any for sale in the capita’, and if by chance a few bottles arrived the 
was more than 50 per cent. above that remitted to as from yar oy 
ket. I have this moment received « letter from Holdeworth and Co., 
stating that all the stock in Mexico is 100 bottles, for which the holders ask 
as the lowest cash price 4160 per quintal. I believe we have in stock suffi. 
cient for five or six months consum)tion, before the expiration of which pe- 
riod we may perbaps hope that accommodation between this country and 
France will take place. In the mean time all activity will be used in bring- 
ing forward the works for reducing the ores of San Onofre, but as we have 
to create everything at that place, and in fact to found a small colony there, 
we canaot expect under such circumstances to be able to obtain any produce 
from them in so short a time as the period mentioaed.

Saweeda, Now. 16.—1 concur with you in the views you have taken of the 
mines of Bolanos; the bottoms were not certainly found so rich as one would 
have thought from the great expense, difficulty, and trouble incurred by our 
predecessors, still they are very promising, and if the buach of ore continues 
downward the company can expect to derive sufficic at benefit for their sneri- 
fices and perseverances, but the difficultics are still great to sink conveni- 
ently the tom wiazes, owing to the weter rising after any little stoppage 
which happees in the mince, aod I am now sorry to have to jaform you that 
one of these delays has just occurred in consequence of an accident in the 
shaft of Guadalupe; the underground bob being ia a bad state, we had 
proposed to change it, and while the new bob was constructing we thought 
proper to build the bottom aad sides of the bob pit with masonry, and sup- 
port the roof with timber, prepared by Kyan's process; while the workmen 
were about tearing the grovad down to make room for the thiaber in the back, 
the shaft gave way for eighteen or twenty varas above one of the bearers 
oupportiag the lift, and the cistern aad pamps moved out of their places, al- 
though it did not fall late the shaft, No other damage took place than what 
I have mentioned, but to clear out the rubbish, baild up the shaft, replace 
the lift, and change two of the maia rods, which broke pe Sancta has been 
a work for some time. The water of course rose by the stoppage above the 
Santo Tomas level, but it is cow down again below that level, aad I hope 
that we shall soon see the bottoms.

poor, aad un , but the from them has aot dimmiched to the 
extent anticipated a short time since, indeed, it has kept up beyoud all ex- 
pectation, The ores extracting on joint eceount with the buscones have im- 


proved materially both in quantity and quality, aad so much so that the 
amount, 224,207 9, of the last five weeks’ sales, is nearly double that of 
the previous four, and a sale actually in progress at the mine, is expected to 
reach 87000. The improvement in this respect, supposing that our share of 
such ores (still received ta kind) will uce a similar return, coupled with 
the increased extraction frem the risima and San Cayetano workings, 
gives as a general result of operations dar the last five weeks, the esti- 
mated profit of about 82500 weekly, over above allex of the mine, 
and reduction of the ores. This gradual inerease of weekly profits tends to 
make me believe we are proportionately approaching a poriod of greater 
prosperity, perhaps equal to that of a twelvemonth back.
